Before tbe Cession of Danish West In- 
dii*s Is .Settled. 

Washiii^'ton, .Tan. L'l.— 'l"!ie new treaty 
to ai'iiuiii' the Danish NVest Indies is pe- 
culiar in th;it it will i-ei|iiire action, not 
only liy llie Senate and the Danish Ui;.'s- 
da^', lillt the railed .States ll.ilise of 
Representatives as well, since ii will be 
nircessary for the House to sujiply the 
needed appropriation to defray tlie <'X- 
penses of ptirriiase. It is ri warded as a 
-troiiLC point liy the franicrs of the treaty 
that the people of thi. Danish Wi^t In- 
dian Islands are to have a voice in this 
question of cession. The treaty itself 
does not contain any reference to a 
lileldscite, ljut llie Danish ^.-overnment 
has ;;iveii notice that before it ratifies 
the tniitv it will submit the ((uestion of 
cession to the people of the islands. No 
-ludi (dijection is expei'ted here from 
these jieople, as the treaty is so framed 
that they arc not enlled to surrender 
their Danish aUe^'iaiii'i', and they may 
remain D.aiieH in fact and in name with- 
out interfering^ witli ail vantages in a 
r:omniercial way, wliicli may result from 
■1 transfer of the islands to tlie United 
States. Tile pUddscite will pot bo cou- 
'•■olled in any sense by the United 
Slates. 

It is stated that the l")iuiisli povprn- 
inent itself will take steps to asccrt.sin 
Iho inrliuutions of the people of the Isl- 
nnds before the final steps in tlic trans- 
action are taken.
